DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a mechanical shoe as claimed in detail, 
especially the feature of an inner surface facing the hoof of each of the side branches 
including zones on the rear ends, forming flares of greater width than the side branches, 
the inner surface of each of its side branches defining a zone whose interior edge 
presents a simple curved inner profile and whose width is narrower than the front 
central part or toe piece, and an inner peripheral edge beveled by a first chamfer 
defined in a direction of an outer surface which defines a contract contact face with the 
ground narrower than the inner surface, the contact face widening in the region of the 
heels, wherein the front central part or toe piece has a plurality of ridges or grooves 
forming accordion pleats disposed on the first chamfer.
